Building Inspectors Try to Get

APPEALS MADE TO POLICE 





One Side Holds Inspectors Can- 
not Be Excluded, and the 
Other That They Can. 





Clashes between building inspectors 
and the principals of several public 
schools, Monday, caused complications 
which the Chief of Police, the City 
Counselor and the Superintendent of 
Schools were called upon to solve. 

Threats of arrest were freely ex- 
changed and puzzled policemen franti- 
cally calied Police Headquarters on 
the telephone to know whether they 
should arrest everybody or nobody. 

The trouble started when Inspectors 
George Fredericks and John Hutchip- 


son, accompanied by an official photo- 
grapher, at the instance of Building 
Commissioner McKelvey. started to 
make a round of a number of public 
schools to obtain evidence for use at 
the trial of the 11 members of the 
Board of Education who are to be 
arraigned in Judge Miller's court, 
Wednesday, on criminal charges of fail- 
ing to equip the schools with fire es- 
capes. _ | 
Exciuded From Schools. 

This prosecution of the board members 
was begun at the instance of McKelvey. 
Last Wednesday the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals denied to the board a writ of 
prohibitiédn and decided that the cases 
must go to trial. 

McKelvey’s purpose in sending the in- 
spectors and photographers to the 
schools was to obtain photographs as 
evidence, showing the lack of fire es- 
capes'and the interior arrangements of 
the schools as to stairways and exits 

The first indication of hostilities came 


at 10:30'a. m., when one of the inspect- 


ors telephoned to McKelvey that he and 
his party had en excluded from the 
Ames and Lincoln schools, 
Asks Chief for Arrests. 
“Get a policeman,” said McKelvey. 
The war cloud became thicker a few 
minutes later, when Inspector Fredericks 
telephoned from the Irving School at 
fifth street and Bremen avenue, 


saying that T. E. Spencer, the prin¢ipal. 


had sent out for a policeman to have the 
inspectors arrested. ' 

Then began a series of ‘Conferences 
of the Powers." McKelvey. hurried to 
the City Counselor's office, and there ob- 
tained an opinion that his inspectors and 
photographer could not legally be ex- 
cluded from the schools. He then went 
to Police Chief Young and asked that 
all principajs refusing to admit the in- 
epectors be arrested. 

Orders From Blewett. 

The Chief could not find an ordinance 
hich would authorize him to arrest the 
principals. As a compromise, he in- 
structed his Captains to see that the In- 
epectors were protected and that the 
yeace was preserved. Principal Spen- 
cer, when he heard of this ruling, admit- 
ted the Inspectors under protest. 

Spencer then called up School Superin- 
tendent Bern Blewett and asked what 
he should do. Blewett told him to en- 
force Rule 47 of the school regulations. 
Among other things, this rule forbids 
anyone to make photographs in or about 


the premises of a public school without} 


special permission from the Board of 
Education. 
Attorney's Advice. 
“It seems clear to me that these in- 
on school 


patch reporter. ‘“‘Whether or not they 
should be prosecuted on a trespassing 
charge is a matter which rests with the 
Board of Education. The board's build- 
ing inspector, Mr. Toensfeld, would not 
think of going to the city hall or the 
jail to make photographs without first 
cMaining permission from the proper 
city authorities. The property of the 
Board of Education must be considered 
private property and our rules must be 
respected. These men have no right to 


trespass on our school property.” 


To make sure of his ground Principal 
Spencer also called up E. M. Grossman, 
attorney for the Board of Education. 
{rossmun told him to remind the in- 
spectors that {if they entered the sc hools 
they would be trespassing. 

Denk’s MeKelvey Request. 

If they then saw fit to commit 
trespass, he said the Board 
could decide whether they 
prosecuted for the offense. 

After the Inspectors’ first tilt with 
Principal Spencer, Building Commission. 
€r McKelvey telephoned to the school 
and asked that Inspector Fredericks be 
called to the telephone. Principal Spen.- 
cer refused to call Fredericks, saying 
that he was in another Part of the 
building; that Fredericks had no right 
to be there and that he could not gee 
why he should be expected to take up 
his valuable time calling a trespasser 
to the telephone.

March i7—It is not generaliy known 
here that Secretary of State Bryan's 
congratulatory message to Ambassador 
Henry Lane Wilson, sent March 6, was 


promptly recalled the following day aft- 
er the Post-Dispatch and New York 
World published reports which reached 
Washington concerning the Ambassa- 
dor’s efforts in behalf of the Huerta 
administration. 

It appears that diligent efforts hai 
been put forth by men who were trying 
to bring pressure to bear from this city 
upon the American President to retain 
Henry Lane Wilson in offi¢ge to prevent 
the fact that Bryan had canceied the 
message from becoming known among 
the Americans here. Although certain 
newspapers gave great prominence to 
the fact that Ambassador Wilson hail 
been the recipient of £reat praise from 
the Secretary of State, none of them 
has told of the summary and uncere- 
monious wnanner in which Bryan took 
it back. 

Bryan Retraction Hidden. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent was 
informed today that this was sup- 
pressed at the request of Wilsons 
friends, who feared the effect it would 
have upon the project. of sending a 
delegation to Washington to urge the 
President to spare the Ambassadors 
head. 

Ambassador Wilson is said to be pro- 
foundly chagrined at Bryan's act, which, 
despite efforts to keep it secret, has 
had an appreciable effect in dampening 
the ardor of many of the Wilson boom- 
ers. 

Their movement, as a matter of fact, 
has assumed some of the elements of 
the ridiculous, as at present the inter- 
est in the chief object of the delegation’s 
mission is subordinated to the more 
burning question as to whether a sad- 
hearted plaintiff will relent sufficiently 
to allow Lebbeus R. Wilfley of St. Louis 
to go to Washington to act as chief 
spokesman for the delegation before the 
President.

Miss Stella Green Vanishes When 
Postoffice Begins to Investi- 
gate Letters. 








SOME SENT HER MONEY 





Her ‘‘Father’’ and Mother Quit 
Their Work When Mail Be- 
gan to Arrive.

Miss Stella L. Green described herself 
as such a striking beauty in a matrimo- 
nial advertisement that about 5300 men, 
ranging in age from 21 to 75, fell in luve 
with her, asked her hand in marriage, 
rromised her all “sorts of homes and 
some of them sent her jewels, clothing 
and money. 

When letters by the dozens began ar- 
riving at Miss Green’s home, 906 Cham- 
bers street, the postal authorities be- 
came suspicious, but before their investi- 
gations had reached the stage where ac- 
tion could be taken Miss Green disap- 
peared at night. 

United States Commissioner Mitchell 
Monday issued an information against 
Miss Green, charging her with using the 
mails to defraud. The information al- 
leges she obtained .money from Fred 
Iseecher, Ashland Wis., and George W. 
Etrott of Tecumseh, Neb., by answering 
“ves” to their proposals of marriage. 

Since Miss- Green moved away from 
the Chambers street address Mrs. Lydia 
Schiekl, who now occupies the flat, has 
been annoyed by no less than 2 men 
who have called and asked her if she 
was Miss Green, ‘“‘the lady that wanted 
to get married.”’ 

Neighbors Tell of Her. 

Mrs. Catherine Greis of 95A Chambers 
street and C. F. Maynard of 901 Cham- 
hers street have told Postoffice Inspec- 
tors interesting yarns about Miss Green. 

Last July, acocrding to Mrs. Greis, 
Miss Green moved into the lower flat. 
She was accompanied by a man who eaid 
he was her father, though he did not ap- 
pear to be much older than she; an 
elderly woman, who said she was Stel- 
.’s mother, and two small children, who, 
Stella said, were her sisters. One was 
called Marie and she was about 5: the 


tother was a baby about 1% vears old. 


Stell gave her age as 25. 

The family had no furniture to speak 
of and did not appear to be prosper- 
ous. Mrs. Green worked at the Mer- 
cantile Laundry and Stella's father kept 
house and looked after the little chil- 
dren. 

The family WE eenct the Chambers 
street address about four months whénh 
the man who said he was Stella’s father 
told Mrs. Greis that he had quit his job 
at the foundry and was going into re- 
tirement. He said he had saved about 
$1000 and was thinking about buying 
a farm. 

A week later Mrs. Green resigned her 
position in the laundry and a week 
afterward the mail carrier remarked to 
Mrs. Greis that Stella Green was re- 
ceiving ‘‘an awful lot of mail’ every 
day. 

Man Accompanied Girl. 

Mrs. Greis observed that Green accom- 
panied the younger woman to picture 
shows and whenever she went to mail 
letters at the corner mail box, which 
was almost every day. he was with 
her. 

At the American Brake Co. Green, 
who gave hts first name as Arthur, said 
he was 29 years old when he went to 
work there, July 5, 1912, and when he 
quit, Nov. 23, he told his employers he 
was too sick to work. He told fellow 
employes, however, that he was quitting 
because he could make a whole lot 
more than $4 a day he was earning at 
the foundry. 

Stella Green opened a savings account 
at the Broadway Trust Co., and al- 
though she never allowed more than 
about $50 to accumulate at one time, her 
total deposits there in three months 
were several hundred dollars. 

Large boxes arrived at the Green 
home several times a week, Mrs. Greis 
said, and after each arrival Miss Green 
would wear a new dress. She told Mrs. 
Greis relatives were sending her the 
clothes. She received several rings and 
other articles of jewelry from other 
cities, Mrs. Greis said. 

The fact that Miss Green had been 

proposed to by about 500 men who 
thoifght she was a beauty did not be- 
come known in the neighborhood untfl 
several days after the Greens had 
moved. Then men began calling for Miss 
Green. Several of them exhibited ad- 
vertisements which they had _ clipped 
from matrimonial papers in which Miss 
Green had described herself as ‘‘a tall, 
slender and good-looking brunette.’’ The 
advertisement said she was willing to 
marry a man who could give her a 
good home, whether he was %, 38, 50 or 
75 years old. 
Miss Green was siender, Mrs. Greis 
said, but she was only 5 feet 4 inches 
tall, her complexion was sallow and, al- 
‘hough she was fairly attractive when 
“dressed up” she was not pretty, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Greis.

Mrs. Pearl was formerly the owner of 
tenements on Wash and High streets. 
She commissioned Lipsitz ‘to sell them 
for her and she alleges that he conduct- 
ed negotiations with Singer and Zeus- 
chel to trade them for property at 3833 
free avenue, 4575 Fvans avenue. and 
8608-109 North Broadway. 

These pieces of property were repre- 
sented to ber as being worth $15,000, ap- 
proximately the value she fixed on her 
Wash and High street holdings. She 
relied on her agent's representations 
that they were in good repair, were new 
and brought In a total rental of $135 a 
month. 

After she made the trade she discoy- 
ered, she charges, that the property was 
old, in bad repair, that it was subject 
to mortgages of which she was in igno- 
rance, that it did not bring in $135 a 
month and that $50) in taxes on it had 
not been paid off as represented.

President Expected to Confine 
Recommendations to Revision 
in Rates of Duty.

WASHINGTON, 


Wilson today issued the formal procla- 
mation convening Congress in extra ses- 
sion at noon on April 7. 

The President's pronouncement was 
brief and followed form clogely. It stated 
merely that, ‘‘Whereas, public interests 
require,”’ Congress would be convened 


in extra session by order of the execu- 
tive. : 

Originally President Wilson had nxed 
upon April 1 as the date, Representative 
Underwood, the Democratic majority 
leader, “having Inférmed him that the 
tariif bills te which it was agreed Con- 
aress should give immediate attention 
would be reudy on that date. Under. 
wood found, however, that the Ways 
and Means Committee would need an- 

Week to draft the tariff sched- 
‘ules, Ana the proclamation is in defer- 
ence to.the wishes of Leader Under- 
wood and other House leaders. 

The absence of any specific reason in 
the proclamation for the calling of the 
extra session is explained by the fact 
that Wilson’s statement immediately aft- 
er his election declared that he would 
call an extra session to revise the tariff. 

President Wilson plans to point our 
Specifically his wishes for the extra 
session in his first message, now in 
preparation. This, it is known from 
talks the President has had with mem- 
béré of Congress, will outline the ad- 
ministration’s idea of how the tariff 


should be revised and just what sched- 


ules should bé taken up. 

The belief is general that the entire 
message will be taken up with a discus- 
sion of the tariff, with the exception 
of the last paragraph or two, which 
will draw attention to the need of cur- 
rency legislation at the earliest possible 
moment and will indicate the purpose 
of the President to send later a special 
message on that or other subjects which 
he believes should be taken up by the 
Congress.

Frederick W. Elrod, 23 years old, a 
student in the St. Louis University Law 
School and a clerk in the law office 
of his uncle, W. L. Sturdevant, killed 
himself with a révolver Sunday in the 
European Hotel, East St. Louis, where 
he had been staying since Friday night. 

Elrod boarded at 4014A Kennerly ave- 
nue, and spent much of his time in his 
uncle’s law office in the Central Na- 
tional Bank building. He was there 
Thursday, but did not appear Friday. 

Friday night he appeared at the East 
St, Louis hotel and registered as “O. 
W. Rossie, St. Louis.” “Sunday after- 
noon the hotel clerk knocked on his 
door and, as there was no reply, en- 
tered the room and found the body, a 
bullet wound over the heart and a re- 
volver near the right hand. 

The young man’s name appeared on 
his shirt, but the East Side authorities 
were at first misled by cards and mem- 
oranda bearing the names of other per- 
sons. His uncle was notified at the 
Hamiltoa Hotel late last night and he 
identified the body soon afterward as 
Elrod’s. 

Sturdevant said Monday that he knew 
of ne cireumstance which would explain 
the young man’s act. Elrod was doing 
well in his studies, he said, 

He said he did not know of any love 
affair or illness which might have wor- 
ried the young man, but he added that 
Elrod was not disposed te talk much of 
his own affairs. 

Nete'’s Meaning Is Vague. 

A note written in shorthand characters 
was found in the young man’s room at 
the hotel. The note was deciphered by 
Henry Keefe, stenographer in the City 
Court, as: 

“Worry is wasted, to give up, but on 
study I give it up and failed, too.”’ An- 
other expert shorthand writer said that 
of the first three words, two were 
“sorry” and ‘“‘suicide,’’ but that the word 
between these two, and the words fol- 
lowing, could not be deciphered. 

On the note wad written the telephone 
number, “Lindell 4869R."" This is the 
number of the Bell telephone in Mrs. 
Martha J. Crow’s home at 11 North 
Spring avenue. Mrs. Crow’s daughter, 
Mrs. George Pint, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that she had called up Sturde- 
vant’s office about a law matter, and as 
the lawyer for whom she asked was out, 
she had given her telephoné number to 
Elrod, but she said she and her mother 
had no acquaintance with the young

Resolution Directs Mayor to'Sign 
Papers, but He Waits Until 
Compelled. . 





® resolution authorizing the sale of the 
muni¢ipal electric light plant of Kirk- 
wood to the Suburban Blectric Light 
Co,, a subsidiary of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. of St. Louis, was 
passed Saturday night by the Board of 
Aldermen of Kirkwood. Mayor J, R. 
Mathews of Kirkwood was instructed 
by thé resolution to sign the formal pa- 
pers transferring the eompany. 

A number of residents of Kirkwood 
have threatened to apply for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the transfer of the prop- 
erty, and Mayor Matthews, who opposed 
the sale of the plant, has asked the ad- 
vice of lawyers whether he is compelled 
to sign the legal papers to complete the 
sale. 

“If representatives of the Suburban 
Hlectric Light Co. attempt to take pos- 
session of the plant, clafming ownership 
under the sale by the resolution, they 
will go to jail,” Mayor Matthews has 
told friends. 

Kirkwood Left in Debt. 

The municipal plant has been in oper- 
ation several years. It has a bonded 
indebtedness of $32,000. By the terms of 
the sale specified in the resolution the 
Suburban company pays $3000 in cash 
for the plant and agrees to assume $17,- 
000 of the bonds. This would leave $15,- 
000 in bonds for Kirkwood to pay when 
they mature. 

The controversy over the sale of the 
lighting plant has been waged for sev- 
eral years. Two years ago the plant was 
conducted under the supervision of the 
Board of Aldermen and was losing 
money. Last April the plant was turned 
over to a Board of Public Works, and 
since that time has been a* paying in- 
vestment and the board has $4000 profits 
in the bank to the credit of the light 
fund. 

The Suburban Electric Light Co. has 
been trying to purchase the pik for 
some time. The municipal plant is con- 
sidered the key to the electric light rate 
situation in St. Louis County. Light is 
cold at 12% cents a kilowatt. The Sub- 
urban company has several customers 
in Kirkwood and charges the same rate. 

This, they say, would compel the Sub- 
urban company to decrease its rates for 
light or quit business in Kirkwood and 
thus it might havé to reduce* rates 
throughout the county. The Kirkwood 
power house is the only municipally 
owned plant in the county. 

Mayor Once Vetoed It. 

Five Aldermen recently attempted to 
sell the plant by passing an ordinance, 
but the plan was vetoed by Mayor Mat- 
thews. It takes six Aldermen to pass 
an ordinance over the Mayor's veto, 
and the additipnal Alderman’s vote 
could not be obtained. Saturday night 
the sale was attempted by a resolution, 
and it was adopted.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Following 
President Wilson’s determination to re- 
fer officeseekers to members of his Cab- 
inet, Secretary McAdoo today announced 
that he was compelled to decline to re- 
ceive personal applications for office. 


“T have tried it for 10 days,’’ the Sec- 
retary said, “and I find that it takes my 
entire time and leaves me no chance to 
attend to important public business. Be- 
sides, it is absolutely futile, because none 
but a super-man could remember at the 
end of the day everyone who has poured 
a Story into his ear. 

“While I fully appreciate and sympa- 
thize with the very natural and proper 
desire of those who are seeking places, 
nevertheless it should be made clear to 
them that nothing is to.be gained by 
haste. Ample time is going to be taken 
to consider all applications. They should 
be made in writing. They will be filed 
and receive much more careful consid- 
eration than if pressed in person. 

McCombs for Ambassador. 

Intimations were received at the White 
House that National Chairman. William 
I’. McCombs finally might accede to the 
President’s request that he become Am- 
bassador fo France. It was said that 
McCombs was making such rapid prvug- 
ress with the organization of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee that he prob- 
ably would be in a position to go abroad 
within a month. 

It is not improbable that McCombs will 
retain the chairmanship of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, and he might 
return before the next presidential cam- 
paign to take up active political work.

Little Miss Josephine Cothran, bet- 
ter known as “the White House baby,” 
left today with her mother, Mrs. Perrin 
Cothran of Raleigh, N. C. She has been 
bere since inauguartion, a favorite with 
the President and his household.

President Wi'son does not expect to 
announce any more appointments until 
the extra session 6f Congress convenes, 
April 7. The President does not believe 
it Secned hy to make recess appoint- 
ments with a session of Congress only a 
few weeks off. Before April 7 he is ex- 
pected to select men for most of the im- 
portant posts and'‘their names will «be 
put before the new Senate then.

New York Burglars, Avoiding 
Wires, Dig Through 2 Feet of 
Masonry in Vault Wall. 


TAKE DIAMONDS ONLY 


Bonds Thrown Away, Pile of 
Watches a Foot Deep Left 
on Strongbox Floor. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 17.—Fifty detec- 
tives were at work today trying to run 
down thé cracksmen who took from 
Martin Simons & Sons’ pawnshop on the 


East Side some time yesterday more 
than $260,000 worth of jewelry in one 
of the most daring robberies in this city 
within the memory of the present gen- 
eration of policemen. 3 

It comes as a climax to a series of 
safe-blowing robberies whieh for more 
than nine months has engaged the at- 
tention of a speefal “safe &qitad” of de- 
tectives organized by Deputy Police 
Commissioner Dougherty. Since Jan. 18 
more than 20 safes have been cracked 
and robbed in the lower Egat Side sec- 
t:on, Where yesterday’s big haul was 
made. The police believe thatthe rob- 
bers are the same as those connected 
with many of the previous burglaries. 

Janitor Finds Tunnel. 

The burglary was discovéréd a few 
minutes after 6 o'clock in the evening 
when Julius’Selzin, janitor of the build- 
ing, in which there are 16 tenemenis 
over the mafn store occupied by the 
pawn shop, went to the basement sf 
the store at 60 Eldridge street for a 
bucket of coaJ. The building at this 
number adjoins the building in whicn 
the pawn shop is located. 

Selzin found a false key in the lock 
of the coal bin, and upon opening the 
door he saw the coal had been mover 
and discovered a tunnel | which ed 
downwards and then over, apparently 
under the foiindation of the wall or par- 
tition separating the two structures. 

He gave the dlarm and in a few ‘min- 
utes twe patrol wagons rolled up to “the 
place, and several detectives crawled 
through the tunnel and up into the cellar 
under the pawn shop. 

That the men who committed this 
robbery had. studied their ground well 
was indicated by the fact that they did 
not try to reach the main floor by way 
of the stairs from the basement. Not 
only the stairs, but the walls and the 
windows, doors and the walls of the 
vault are protected by electric wireg 
which are connected with a private po- 
lice agency. 

Carefully Avoid Stairs. 

Instead of going up the stairs the 
men, after cutting into the basement 
by laboriously removing the cement 
fioor, bored several holes with a brace 
and bit into the wooden flooring, sepa- 
rating the ground story from 
basement. 

Then they used a keyhole saw to make 
an opening about 14 by 16 inches. 
means of boxes found in the basement 
they passed themselves through the 
opening and into the pawn shop. 

The vault is 9 feet high, 12 feet wide 
and 12 feet long. The walls are 2 feet 
thick all the way around and construct- 
ed of brick, set in cement. The door is 
a massive steel affair, with time locks 
ond other safety devices. It is said to be 
practically burglar-proof. 

Back of that door is an inner door, 
which also is controlled by a combina- 
tidn lock. The top is constructed of rail- 
road rails laid closely together and filled 
in with cement, until the roof is a foot 
and a half thick. 

Steel Rails Bar Progress. 

The robbers climbed to the top’ of the 
vault, which is about four feet from 
the ceiling of the room, and went to 
work. After they had removed a foot 
of the cement they came upon the steel 
rails and “gave up the job. But they 
did not abandon the vault. 

Going to the east side of the vault 
which faces in from Eldridge street, 
they commenced operations upo# the 
two feet thickness of cement and bricks. 
How long it took them is not known, 
byt the police believe that they had so 
much work to do that they could not 
haye gotten out of the place. with 
their rich loot until possibly noon yes- 
terday. 

A hole #4 inches high and 14 to 18 
inches wide was dug through the solid 
masonry wall of the side of the vault. 
The vautt was supposed to be protect- 
ed inside and out with electric wires, 
which communfeated’ with’ the private 
police agency. 

The robbers did not strike them. In- 
side the vault they encountered the 
wires, "but the police say they were care- 
ful not to break them, as a broken ‘wire 
sends in the signal. 

With . their ‘sledge hammers they 
smashed the several strong boxes in- 
side of the vaplt. These revealed: $130,000 
in negotiable bonds, $60,000 in notes, -$3600 
in money. and some checks. In-them-also 
were the books, consisting of ledgers 
and other accountings, which were not 
disturbed, ° 
They searched through each of the more 
than 300 drawers in the vault. These 
had been built into the vault around 
all sides and occupying every inch of 
wall room excepting the door. One sec- 
tion of .24 drawers was devoted rextlit:- 
sively to diamonds and diamond jew 
elry. 

Every piece of diamond jewelry in 
these. drawers was taken. 

Martin Simons and hfs son and busi- 
ness «partnér,, Max Simons, hufried to 
the store in their autos and entered 
the vault through the robbers’ hole, as 
the time lock would rot permit the saf> 
to be opened until this morning, and 


made a hasty survey. 


‘When Herman Shapiro's pawnshop on 
the Bowery wag robbed of $6000 by 
cracksmen Thursday night the robbers 
left behind a pair of cotton gloves, 
which they had ‘used to avoid finger 
prints. The robbers of the Simons shov 
left behind two pairs of ‘gloves like 
thése, This ‘vague. clew, however, ‘s 
the only one the detectives are known

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The new law, which is modeled after 
the New York Public Service Commis- 
sion act, becomes effective April 15. Pro- 
vision is made in the bill for an attorney 
to the commission as a salary of $4500 a 
“u year, and a secretary at $3600, in addi- 
t‘'on to such engineers, accountants and 
clerks as may be necessary. 

Both the Kepublican and Democratic 
parties promised the enaétment of this 
legislation in their State platforms. 

The Public Service Commission is 
Mothed with sweeping powers. 

As a guide to its operations it will use 
the reports of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on railroads and those of 
the local Public Service Commissioners 
relating to street railway, electric light, 
gas and other public service corpora- 
tions. 

The investigations congucted by the 
St. Louis Public Service Commission, 
Into the affairs of the United Railways 
and Union Electric Light and Power Co. 
will be carefully considered by the State 
Commission. 

Early Action Promised. 

Influential friends of the administra- 
lion declare that if the Municipal Assem- 
bly has failed to act on the proposed 
ordinance for the improvement of street 
car™service in St. Louis by April 1, the 
first act of the State Commission will 
be to take summary action against the 
United Railways Co. 

The Circuit Court can pass on the rul- 
ing of the commission if the offending 
corporation enters an appeal, but pro- 
vision is made for the speedy advance- 
ment of the case_on the court docket. 

According to current rumor Attorney 
Fred W. Lehmann and Commissioner 
Allison of the St. Louis Commission wil] 
be asked to accept places on the new 
State board. 

“It is understood to be the policy of 
the administration also to take up with- 
out delay the subject of grade crossings 
in St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Jo- 
seph. The St. Louls Municipal Assembly 
is stripped of regulatory authority over 
the local public service corporations. 

Phelps Commends Law. 

Representative Phelps of Carthage, 
who championed the Public Utilities 
bill in the House, says the people of 
St. Louis particularly should welcome 
the creation of a commission which will 
force the powerful franchise corpora- 
tions to obey the law. 

“St. Louis has been in a rut because 
of the failure of the Municipal Assembly 
to better conditions with respect to pub- 
lic service corporations," said Phelps. 
“For instance, they have talked for 15 
years down there about abolishing gtade 
crossings, &nd nothing of consequence 
has been accomplished.”’

New Law Divides Surplus Fund 
Into 8oths Instead of 2oths 
and Changes Collateral. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 17.—State 


Treasurer Deal will receive bids up to 
noon, April 14, from banks and trust 
companies as depositories for holding 


surplus funds of the State. 

These bids will be governed by the 
new law, which divides the total of the 
surplus funds into eightieths of the 
whole part. The old law provides for 
bids only on twentieth parts. 

Other changes Mh the new law requires 
the officers of depositories to give per- 
sonal bonds for 75 per cent, in place of 
20, in addition to other securities, for 
the safekeeping of the funds, and per- 
mits the deposit of bonds of cities of 
2000 inhabitants and less and first mort- 
gage real estate securities for 50 per 
cent of the value of the property. 

Arrangements have been made by the 
Treasurer under which the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Cc. and the German- 
American Bank of St. Louis will con- 
tinue to hold the State funds coming to 
them under their old contract for the 
next 30 days. Both of these depositories 
had notified the Treasurer that they 
would surrender their funds March 1) 
They have renewed their contracts for 
the next 30 days, but will pay only 2 per 
cent interest on daily balances, or more 
than 1 per cent less than they were pay- 
ing under their former contracts. 

The Treasurer had no option but to 
accept their offers and demand addli- 
tional securities, for he could not guar- 
antee the custody of the funds for more 
than 30 davs. The Mississippi Valley 
rust Co. now holds more than $3,716,000 
of State money and the German-Ameri- 
can Bank some $79,600.

To “Inquire With Very Great Care.”

Nevertheless, as one of the last acts 
of his late administration, Secretary 
MacVeagh of the Treasury Department 
compromised the penalties at $101,000. 

This ‘ compromise, continued Judge 
Landis, was based on the law giving the 
internal Revenue Department authority 
to compromise cases where the internal 
revenue law has been violated. 

“If the members have been guilty of 
conspiring to defraud the Government. 
however, the case comes under Section 
$7 of the Federal Penal Code,’”’ said the 
Court, “and a charge made under that 
law cannot be compromised by the 
Treasury Department.”’

Fight Is Without Quarter. 
Apparently it was a fight without quar- 


ter. One rebel soldier was seen to fall 
as if dead, but when the charging Fed- 
erals reached him he raised his head 
and a Federal leveled a rifle, blowing 
eff part of the top of the wounded man’s 
head. Then several of the Federals’ 
kicked the body out of the way until it 
rolled down the steep embankment of a 
gully which leads into the Rio Grande. 
It was reported that the Federals re- 
ceived orders to exterminate the Car- 
ranzistas. 

An Associated Press correspondent 
‘Walking through the battlefield saw bod- 
ces of dead rebels with eyes apparently 
kicked out. Several had been. shot 
through the head after being otherwise 
wounded. 

The small band of constitutionalists, in 
a running fight, drove headlong into 
Neuvo Laredo, past the customs house 
to a lard factory, where they made a 
stand. This occurred between 4 a. m. 
and dawn. At daybreak the Federals 
deployed about the lard factory appar- 
ently taking care to draw the rebels’ fire 
in a line parallel to the Rio Grande so 
that no bullets should fall in Laredo. 





After a sharp fight, the rebels re- 


| Is 


treated in good order in an open area 
where they checked the Federal pur- 
suit. The Federals divided, one detach- 
ment swinging around to flank the 
Carranzistas. This flank movement 
brought the Federals directly between 
the rebels and Laredo, so that the rebel 
tire was directed at this city. The close 
range of the battle, however, saved the 
American city, only one report of a bul- 
let crossing the river having been re- 
ceived. This missle pierced the roof of 
a garage a mile from the fighting, but 
did no damage. 

I’'rom Laredo men could be seen drop- 
ping everywhere on the battlefield. The 
Federals did not pursue them beyond 
he city limits. 

The Federals estimated their wounded 
at 16 and the rebel wounded at more 
than twenty. After the battie American 
Consul Garrett at Nuevo Laredo re- 
quested American physicians to croas in 
the Mexican town to’care for the 
wounded. 

The Carranzistas had encamped last 
night about five miles from Nuevo La- 
redo. They attempted to take the town 
by surprise but the Federals had out- 
posts watching for them.

St. Louisans’ amazement over the serious con- 
sideration given the police salary grab bill by 
the Legislature which had already granted St. 
Louis home rule in police affairs is only exceeded 
by their amazement over the apparent approval 
by legislators of the lobby methods through which 
the bill has been advanced. 

Both this bill and the bill making mandatory 
increases in the force are meritless and utterly 
at variance with the policy previously indorsed 
of bringing police headquarters from the State- 
house to the city hall. The efforts in their be- 
half of a police lobby plentifully supplied with 
money should have prejudiced the measures 
themselves in the eyes of all lawmakers and de- 
stroyed all chance of their enactment. 

Are there still legislators who are susceptible 
to the persuasions of the old-style third house? 
Instead of the overwhelming defeat which lobby 
practices had richly earned for the questionable 
measures, we se@ a succession of favoring ma- 
jorities and a steady progress toward passage. 

Our police lobby seems to have reached the 
rroportions of a scandal at Jefferson City. The 
Senate cannot afford to ignore the suggestion 
of Senator Carter of Clark County for an inquiry. 
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Trusts which are transferring their headquar- 
ters from New Jersey to Delaware are fatuously 
hopeful. Where will they go when thé Deéla- 
ware Little Mother of Trusts also develops a 
Gov. Wilson? 
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FEARTHOUGHT. 

Belief in the power of suggestion will be 
strengthened by the case of Dr. W._J. Morton. 
Dr.. Morton’s father discovered ether, which has 
been of untold benefit to the human race. The 
son, convicted of participation in a swindle and 
sentenced to prison, says that all his life he has 
feared some suth fate, it being his belief—a pe- 
culiar superstition—that the law of compensation 
demands payment in suffering for benefit con- 
ferred, and that, as the son of his father, this 
suffering must fall upon him. 

Horace Fletcher, the advocate of thorough 
mastication, deserves to be better known for a 
wholesome book he has written on the subject of 
what he calls “Fearthought.”

And 
yet it remains a fact that bad teeth are a handi- 
esp in obtaining an education, and that skilled 
dental treatment has resulted in improving the 
pega of education nearly a hundred per cen ty 
As long as the schools must depend upon the 
services of a few dental] students, although those 
services are free, the majority of children suffer- 
ing from bad teeth will get no relief.

MORE STREET CARS. 

Capt. McCulloch says: “Give us 32 months 
and we will provide the 330 new cars.” —_. 

But that would not necegsarily mean 830 new 
cars in addition to the service which we now have. 
By Oct. 1, 1916, the 880 new care might well be ab- 
sorbed by the decay of present rolling stock. As an 
illustration of how-new stovk 1s substituted with- 
out materially increasing service, the changes on 
the Olive gtreet lines since Jan. 1 are instructive. 
Since that time 25 new motor cars have been put 
on Olive. Ten trailers do represent additional 
service. But the changes have added only three 
daylight runs. Twenty-one of the new cars were 
absorbed in the regular car stock which is great- 
ly depleted by decay. That is te say, 21 old cars 
have been retired at least temporarily, sent to 


}the shops, shifted to other lines or held in re- 


serve. 

A good part of the company’s cars are inhert- 
tances from the lines which existed before the 
consolidation. Some of the oldest have been re- 
built, notably the splicpd cars. 

,Taylor avenue, Jefferson avenué, Highteenth 
street, Lee avenue and Natural Bridge cars are 
in @ miserable state of decay and must be soon 
replaced. Broadway, Market and Laclede have 
some very poor rolling stock. Tower Grove is 
so poorly equipped as to be proverbial. By Oct. 
1, 1915, a great many of these cars should be 
scrapped. In the meantime the natural growth 
of the city will have made increased demands for 
facilities, 

A comparison of recent reports shows that the 
United Railways hag decreased the number of 
car trips while the number of passengers carried 
has increased. 

In 1911 the company carried 7,000,000 
more passengers and made 80,622 fewer trips 
than in the preceding year, and in the same 
year, 1911, the company ‘added’”’ 387 cars 
to its equipment. 

With its equipment not materially inereased 
in 1912 (it having built 25 cars and two trailers, 
rebuilt 12 cars destroyed by fire, and converted 
48 old-style summer cars into closéd cars), it 
carried 22,765,999 more passengers than in 1911. 

It is plain that unless the Municipal Assembly 


jcompels the addition of the new cars within a 


reasonable time the increase will not mean an 
increased‘ carrying capacity.

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THE WET AND DRY DIVISION. 

President Wilson was right when he remarked 
that prohibition is not a political question and 
ought never to be treated as such. It: shanid 
be localized and handled as a community ques- 
tion by the application of the principle of home 
rule, 

The effeet of injecting prohibition, into state 
politics has been manifest in Jefferson City. 
Although the State Legislature has done some 
good work, nearly everything has been- tofi#id- 
ered in its relation to the schemes of the wets 
and drys. The Legislature has two great divi- 
sions—wet and dry—and until they can be har- 
monized nothing ever can be accomplibhed. Wet 
and dry bargaining has been the principal fea- 
ture of legislative activity. 

The latest development of the wet and dry 
conflict is the desertion of the woman’s suffrage 
resolution by Senators who have promised to 
support it, because they say they are afraid that 
if women were given the vote they would vote 
for state-wide prohibition. 

Bosh! This is a mere excuse. Experience has 
shown that women divide on public issues about 
8s men do. The Senators who are breaking their 
promises should be ashamed of themselves. Mrs. 
O’Neil and Mrs. Knefler do not use too strong 
language when they call them cowardly. 

The State Senate cannot in reason refuse the 
fair demand of the Equal Suffrage League that 
the suffrage amendment be submitted to the 
voters of the State. Let the people décide this 
liuportant issue. The resolution should be fte- 
ported out of the Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments and. passed. |
